Two  Men  Crushed  to  Death. 

Patrick  Smith  and  Jacob  Hansen,  two 
laborers,  were  suffocated  on  Saturday  af 
ternoon  by  the  caring  in  of  the  sides  of  a. 
sewer  excavation  in  Roseville.  The  exca¬ 
vation  was  about  eleven  feet  deep,  and 
several  ledges  of  rtxjk  made  blasting  nec¬ 
essary.  About  five  o’clock  Saturday  af¬ 
ternoon  the  men  employed  in  making  the 
excavation  began  to  get  ready  to  quit 
work  for  rhe  day,  but  Smith  and  Hansen 
declared  their  intention  to  make  one 
more  blast.  They  made  a  hole  in  the 
rock,  rammed  in  the  charge,  lighted  the 
fuse  and  retired  to  a  place  of  safety.  As 
soon  as  the  exjJlosion  had  taken  place  and 
before  the  smoke  had  fairly  cleared  away, 
the  two  men  jumped  into  tlie  excavation. 
Hardly  had  they  done  so  when  the  sides 
of  the  excavation  caved  in  upon  them, 
burying  them  under  several  feet  of  earth. 
Both  men  were  found  standing  upright 
just  aa  they  jumped  into  the  trench.  Han¬ 
sen’s  face  bore  marks  of  suffering,  as  if  he 
died  from  strangulation,  but ’Smith  ap¬ 
parently  was  instantly  killed.  I
